Dear Sirs: Immediately upon the receipt of your telegram of the 20th I Look up the matter, with the officials of the Southern a;n'd. Union 


Pacific railroad companies by sending to them a copy of your telegram and also making an urgent request on behalf of this Commission for a 
prompt examination of the whole situation and for a.report as to.the outlook for the coming winter. I have now received advices from them 
which indicate not only that the matter has been brought to their attention from other sources, but that they fully .realize the gravity of -the 
situation. It is clear that they propose to take every reasonable means for promoting the shipment of COB. 1 from. Iowa and Illinois and othei 
points into Idaho,. Utah, Wyoming and Nevada. With this purpose in mind they inform me that the rate of $6.30 per ton on coal from San 
Francisco to Reno mentioned in your telegram was reduced 'on the 22d of this month to $4.50 per ton. Some doubt is expressed whether coal 
is available in San Francisco for shipment to Reno, but of that question a very careful investigation is being made. If your own investigations 
lead you to think that San Francisco is prepared to and can furnish you coal if the rate is still further reduced; I will be glad if you will adviss 
me at once. 
\ 
The difficulty seems to be tthat the mi-nes cannot fill their orders. 
My advices are that they are all working to their full capacity, but that 


it is difficult to get enough miners to do the work, 'if you or the coal dealers of Reno know of any available supplies of coal that could be 
secured for immediate shipment at»reduced rates, I will be glad to be so advised at once. Any specific information of that nature will be useful 
to me in my further corresponence with the railroad companies. I am convinced from what is said on the correspondence now before me that 
they will do all that reasonably can be expected of them to prevent a coal shortage during the comin-g winter, 


I shall pursue the matter further and write you again. In the meantime should you acquire any additional information of value or have 


any'further suggestions to make, kindly wire me at once,

UTAH AND WYOMING ASKED 


Case Presented by The Journal May 


Lead to Cuts in Stewart's Retail

T 


HAT -the Interstate Commerce Commission- is ready to require the 


Southern Pacific Railroad Company to reduce its freight rates on 
coal so that Reno may procure its fuel supply at a reasonable cost, 


was made plain yesterday when The Journal received from James S. Harlan, 
one of the Commissioners, a reply to its telegraphic complaint against ex- 
orbitant coal rates, forwarded to the Commission last month. This 
re- 
/ 


ply is printed on this page. 


The letter shows that the Interstate--Commerce Commission acted 


promptly on The .Journal's complaint of exorbitant rates charged by 
the 


Southern Pacific for the transportation of coal, and that it stands ready to' 
take further prompt and effective action. In fact, Mr. Harlan asks The Jour- 
nal to inform the Commission whether or not Reno will be -able to procure 
an adequate supply of coal if the rates are still further reduced. This is a 
pledge that the Commission will take action. 


JOUKXAJj ASKS THAT WESTBOUND RATE BE REDUCED 


In reply to the letter from Commissioner Harlan, The Journal has made 


to the Commission an entire presentation of the fuel situation which con- 
fronts Rerio, and coupled with it a petition, on beTialf of all the coal consum- 
ers of the city, for a reduction in the rate on coal moving to Reno from the 
Utah and Wyoming mines from the present figure of ?G a ton to $4 a ton or 
less. In connection with this statement and petition, The Journal lays before 
the Commission a comparison between the rate which Reno is compelled to 


pay, and rates as charged in the east. 


The fact that H. E. Stewart=has procured, 5000 tons for immediate ship- 


ment to Reno at the rate of $5 a ton, t. o. b. the mines,- is gone/into, as is 
Mr. Stewart's pledge to give to Reno consumers the benefit of all the reduc- 
tion that may be obtained in the freight rate of $6 now charged. It is upon 
this presentation of facts that The Journal asks the Commission to .bring 
about the reduction of this rate. 


COAIi MAY BE HAD AT A PRICE LOWER THAN $10 


That the Southern Pacific is willing to act reasonably in the matter is 


set forth In Commissioner Harlan's letter. This assurance is at variance with 
what has come previously from the railroad company, as within the past 
three days, or since the meeting of the coal dealers on,Saturday, the city has 
been given to understand that the railroad company did not.deem a reduc- 
tion in the rate from the Utah and Wyoming mines justified. 


That Reno probably will be able to obtain coal, on Mr. Stewart's propo- 


sition, for around $14 a ton delivered in the-bins now seems'probable, as the 
disposition of the Interstate Commerce Commission to cooperate with the 
city is so evident that a reduction in the westbound rate is believed to be 
unavoidable. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC MAY ANTICIPATE ORDER 


It was even hinted last evening that the Southern Pacific may do in thi-3 


matter as it did in the matter of reducing, the-rate from San Francisco to 
'Reno, that is, reduce it voluntarily as soon as it learns that the intervention 
of the Interstate Commerce Commission has been invoked by The Journal, 
thereby avoiding having to comply with any order for reduction which the . 
Commission might, after investigation, issue.

'the Rocky Mountain mines of. the Rocky Mountain Fuel & Iron Company 
and made a. contract for 5000 tons of coal at $5.00 per ton f. o. b. 
the 


mines, shipment to be made at the rate of two carloads (about 60 tons) per 
day starting last Friday, and .continuing at that rate until the entire amount 
contracted for shall .have been delivered in Reno. 
This amount of coal 


will cover all of Reno's "requirements during the coming winter and permit 
of the distribution of Home of the fuel to nearby cities, as Carson

That Mr. Stewart has been able to make this contract is, we believe, 


a refutation of the railroad company's argument that Nevada cannot de- 
pend upon the eastern mines for 
a fuel supply during the coming winter. 


Last Saturday,-after Mr. Stewart returned from the mines, a meeting of 


the .local coal- dealers was held, under the- auspices of the Nevada Com- 
mercial League, which is the local board of trade organization. Mr. Stew- 
art presented to-this meeting proof of his contract for 5000 tons of coal at 
$5 per ton f. o. b. the mines, and made the statement that he would de- 
liver this coal to consumers at SIC per ton in their coal bins, or would 
sell it in car lots at $15 per ton.

We submit that if the rates charged by these -eastern roads as above 


.stated were fair—and you will recall that at the time of the investigation 
the complaint was made, and was one. of the subjects under inestiga- 
tion by your honorable body, that these rates were.excessive—that the rate 


: 
of $6 per ton on coal moving, from Wyoming- and Utah into Reno is most 
exorbitant. In the case of the eastern roads above mentioned, it was neces- 
sary to cross mountain ranges in order that the coal paying the rates stated 
might reach the seaboard, and the whole problem -of transportation was 
more complicated than it is in the case of the haul from the Wyoming and 
Utah mines into Reno. 'We submit also "that"-if, for instance, the Norfolk. 
& Western rate of $2.05 for the haul from Pocahontas to Chicago was fair, 
then the rate from the Wyoming and-Utah mines via the Union Pacific, 
Oregon. Short Line, and the Southern Pacific roads should not be more 
than $4 per ton. And on the hypothesis that the eastern rate was exces- 
sive, the rate for this 900 miles haul should be lower than. $4, per ton. 


In view of all the circumstances, and calling y'our atention to these east- 


ern rates, and asking that they be compared with the rates which obtain 
'on coal moving into'Reno, The Journal,, acting for the consumers in this 
city, and with a view to making possible the reduction in price to them 
w-hich Mr. Stewart conditionally promises, would respectfully petition your 
hon-oro.blo body to make" an inquiry intp"; this question of coal rates from 
the Utah and .Wyoming mines arid—if such investigation should so war- 
rant-^rto issue the proper order for. a reduction in.that rate, all of which 
reduction shall be used, by the local dealers to benefit the local co-nsumers.

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Coal Rates Are Coming Down 


There has been a change in the last 


few years in the powers anil duties of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
From the time of the passage o£ the 
Interstate Commerce Act, nearly 20 
years ago, until the 
agitation 
for 


broader authority started by Presi- 
dent 'Roosevelt, ' the Commissioners 
were without power to enforce', their 
decrees. They .could make, investiga- 
tions, hear complaints,
